On 4 January 1943, because of CIHCFAC concern that a reported 
buildup of Soviet technicians and military equipment is Indonesia might 
represent a possible Communist attempt to outflank our bases in the 
area and in Australia, COMOR reviewed the requirement for 0-2 
coverage of Indonesia and in the light of our experience with the Soviet 
buildup in Cuba, recommended several 0»i sorties against Indonesia. 
During 0SJB consideration of the subject, the State member requested 
a review of alternate means of collecting the required information. 
Doth CIA and DIA reviewed their attentate capabilities for collection 
against Indonesia (Tabs A ami B to U$2B«D*41« 14/5) with the result 
that COMOR reiterated its previous recommendation that U-2 over- 
flights be undertaken, and in addition, submitted a list of updated 
objectives to be covered. U;:1B on 30 January 1943 approved the 
COMOR rec asm endatio n, bid the Special Group refused to authorise 
the operation. 


2. On 4 February, you informed the US 0B of the turn-down by the 
Special Group, your reservation of the right to reconsider with DSJB 
and resubmit to higher authority.
